LOWBAND DTV STATIONS 


Karl Zuk asks the question: I've heard 
noise from my peers and ham radio buddies 
that when analog TV finally goes off that 
DTVs will migrate back to VHF. | can't believe 
that would be true. It would not be worth the 
expense. Many stations now _ consider 
themselves distributed primarily by cable via 
fiber or microwave feeds. TV is now looking at 
Internet distribution on demand. | really don't 
think that stations would spend the huge 
amounts of money to build yet another 
expensive transmission plant and antenna 
system just to be on VHF. 

What really breaks my heart is to see 
HDTV signals severely compressed by cable 
systems. | saw this problem in the Detroit 
area a few months ago. Comcast compressed 
the CBS HDTV feed to the point where it was 
riddled with snowy clumps of pixels. Switch to 
rabbit ears and the difference was amazing! 


What a waste of technology and receiving 
equipment! So much for "High" Def digital. 

It would be an amazing situation if all 
American TV stations were off on VHF. Wow! 
Could we have fun! It would be like finding 
religion. When the NYC area experienced the 
once in a lifetime experience of losing the 
World Trade Center facilities, it proved to me 
just how far TV signals can go. | was 
watching Baltimore and Washington DC every 
morning. Even better...Just think what it might 
be like if all domestic AM radio stations 
signed off. 

Doug Smith replies: - In how many places 
will a transmitter continue to be the most 
effective way to distribute signal to cable 
operators? (I Suppose in markets where one 
or two cable firms are dominant, fiber and/or 
microwave feeds may make sense. If you 
have many systems might it still make the 
most sense to operate a_ terrestrial 
transmitter? Or will Internet transmission 
become fast and reliable enough to supplant 
it?)- If you can take the channel election 
process at face value, roughly 80% of 
stations whose analog channels are low-band 
are moving to high-band or UHF.

The CFJC stations in British Columbia had been 
operating as CBC affiliates. They've entered a joint 
sales agreement with Global's CHBC-TV, and claim 
they need to disaffiliate from the CBC in order to 
implement that agreement. 


The CBC has indicated financial considerations will 
prevent them from implementing new transmitters in 
these communities to replace CFJC's over-the-air 
coverage. However, they've filed in favour of the CFJC 
application. With CFJC disaffiliated, CBUT Vancouver 
will be added to cable in these areas, so cable and 
satellite subscribers will continue to receive the CBC. 
In fact, they'll receive more CBC programs. CFJC, asa 
privately-owned affiliate, was free to preempt much of 
the CBC schedule for more lucrative material; with 
CFJC disaffiliated, cable & satellite viewers in the 
Kamloops area will receive the complete CBC 
schedule. 


A number of Entravision stations (mostly Univision 
affiliates) have been fined $3,000 for failing to fully 
implement the PSIP protocol by the deadline. This is 
the protocol that provides program guide data, among 
other information, on DTV stations. Fines against 
several other Entravision stations were rescinded after 
the licensee showed they had in fact implemented the 
protocol in time and their late requests for waivers were 
moot. 


| received email from Brian at KLKT-LP in Kansas, 
filling in a gap in the records on my website. He notes 
that the station hopes to convert to digital operation in 
the near future. They'd continue to carry America One 
on one subchannel, adding another network on a 
second subchannel. 


Bill notes WFRV-DT's snow has disappeared from 
channel 56, as of late September. There appears to be 
a digital station on their new channel, 39, about the 
same time. Bill doesn't yet have a DTV receiver so it's 
hard to know for certain. WFRV-DT's power/antenna 
are the same on both channels. 


And in a similar vein, Ralph forwarded an item from the 
November 1*' Muncie Star-Press noting the premere of 
WIPB-DT. Their new transmitter in Monroe Township 


was fired up on the 34" anniversary of their first analog 
transmissions. Analog transmissions will continue on 
channel 49 from their old tower, a few miles northeast 
of the DTV tower, until the FCC requires the closure of 
analog TV. 


The FCC has moved up the deadline for including DTV 
tuners in new TV sets, and has extended the rules to 
smaller receivers. 


Under the old schedule, DTV tuners were required in: 


# by 1 July 2004: 50% of sets larger than 36" 

# by 1 July 2005: all sets larger than 36"; half of sets 
25-36" 

by 1 March 2006: all sets larger than 25" 

# by 1 July 2007: all sets larger than 13"; all "TV 
reception devices" 


In their early-November decision, the Commission 
moved up the last deadline to 1 March 2007. They also 
extended the requirement to all TV sets, not just those 
larger than 13". 


In their decision, the Commission indicated "This action 
is intended to further the Commission's efforts to ensure 
that consumers are able to receive off-the-air digital 
broadcast television services as soon as possible." 


With regard to smaller TVs, they also noted "In this 
regard, the Commission noted the particular value of 
these portable, typically battery-powered products for 
enabling the reception of news and public safety 
information in times of emergency." 


Also, the Commission has issued a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking on "Distributed Transmission System 
Technologies", or "DTS". DTS means the replacement 
of a single DTV transmitter with several transmitters on 
the same channel. It's similar to the "booster" service 
currently offered to analog stations, except that it's felt 
DTS will work in situations where one receiver can 
"see" more then one transmitter. In analog, such a 
situation results in severe ghosting. 


WPSU-15 State College, Penna. is probably the leading 
advocate of DTS. They've been experimenting with the 
mode. Others commenting in favor of the proposal 
include KDOC-56 Anaheim, Cal.; WSTE-7 Ponce, PR; 
(which has experimented with distributed_ analog 
transmission) Tribune Broadcasting; and Harris Corp., 
an equipment maker. 


Firstly, the FCC issued a clarification of their existing 
interim policy towards DTS. Stations testing with DTS 
are expected to install enough transmitters of adequate 
power to completely cover the same area they'd cover 
with a single traditional transmitter as authorized under 
their current permit. If a station fails to provide DTS 
coverage in part of their currently authorized service 
area, their signal will not be protected from interference 
in that area. The Commission seemed to fear stations 
would "cherry pick" — would build DTS transmitters to 
serve rich areas containing desirable consumers, while 
ignoring less well-to-do portions of the audience. 


The clarification also reminded stations that they will not 
be allowed to extend their coverage area through DTS. 
DTS transmitters will not be authorized if their coverage 
area would extend past that of the single transmitter 
authorized by their existing permit. Finally, it reminded 
stations that construction deadlines will not be extended 
to accomodate DTS. Stations are expected to complete 
a transmission system adequate to cover their 
authorized service area by the appropriate deadline. 


Now, on to the proposed rulemaking for permanent 


1VCRs, DVD recorders, etc. - devices that receive TV 
signals but don't include a display screen. 


authority to use DTS. Analog boosters are a secondary 
service; they are not protected from interference from 
newly-authorized full-power and Class A stations. The 
FCC, however, proposes primary service protection for 
DTS transmitters. 


They propose to limit the area a station can serve 
through DTS to the same area covered by the currently- 
authorized single transmitter. One commenter 
suggested DTS coverage be permitted through the 
station's entire DMA. In large DMAs (like Salt Lake 
City, whose DMA covers the entire state of Utah) this 
would greatly expand the coverage of a single station. 


This proposal would not permit the use of a channel 
that would interfere with another station. For example, 
KUEN-DT channel 9 Ogden, Utah would not be allowed 
to establish a DTS transmitter in St. George, even 
though that city is in the same DMA. The transmitter 
would interfere with KUSG-DT there on the same 
channel. 


In any case, the Commission seems concerned about 
the legal aspects (regarding exclusive programming 
contracts) and the effects on localism in allowing 
stations to extend their coverage to that extent. 


The Commission proposes to establish a circle, around 
the station's authorized single transmitter (its "reference 
coordinates") and restrict DTS transmitters to coverage 
within this circle. In Zone 1 and for UHF stations, this 
circle is roughly 105km (65mi.) in diameter; for VHF 
stations outside the Northeast in Zones 2 and 3, the 
circle is roughly 125km (80mi.). 


To prevent "cherry-picking", the FCC proposes to 
require a DTS system to provide the minimum 
necessary predicted signal to every viewer predicted to 
be served by the existing analog transmitter. 


No separate limits are proposed for power and antenna 
height. Each DTS transmitter will be allowed the same 
maximum power/tower height as is permitted for a main 
transmitter. Of course, the requirement that DTS not 
extend the served area will in almost all cases force a 
lower limit on power. 


All DTS transmitters are proposed to be licensed as a 
single group, covered by a single construction permit 
and license. The minor change procedure would be 
used to add transmitters to a group. At least one 
transmitter in the group must provide a city-grade signal 
across the station's city of license. 


Why would a station want DTS? 


| might imagine the Charleston-Huntington, West 
Virginia market to be a good place for DTS. There are 
two major cities in this market, about 25 miles apart. 
Each city lies mostly within a deep river valley. Right 
now, the TV transmitters are located on high ground 
midway between the two cities. This provides good 
predicted coverage of both cities, and in practice I'm 
sure signals are good on the ridges overlooking 
Charleston and Huntington. I'd imagine they aren't 
nearly as good down in the cities themselves. 


WSAZ-23 is licensed to Huntington. A DTS system for 
WSAZ might involve three transmitters. One transmitter 
might run 30-40kw from the top of an office building in 
the middle of Huntington. Another might run similar 
power from a similar site in downtown Charleston. And 
the third might be their existing 724kw transmitter, 
located between the two cities. 


Each low-power transmitter would provide a strong line- 
of-sight signal to viewers within its respective city. 
Viewers on the hilltops would receive the high-powered 


rig.

It’s late Fall. As such, VHF conditions, especially those related to the 
ionospheric state of affairs, remain quiet. Those who follow long trends of 
Sporadic-E (Es) often discuss a small autumnal peak of propagation that 
seemingly has no corresponding peak in the Spring. We have seen that again 
this year with a few minor E, openings in October. Here in Memphis, paths were 
noted into the upper Plains, and even to the West Coast via double-hop. Still, 
this was the kind of opening that would have brought little more than a yawn 
during June or July. 

The good news is that the Holidays are just around the corner. Besides 
the good cheer brought by the festive time of year, we get treated to a nice 
Sporadic-E peak around and especially following the Winter Solstice. Last year’s 
Winter Season was typical, with the peak popping up between Christmas and 
New Year. December 26" was especially busy. Hopefully, we’ll once again see 
some fun conditions while we are all home celebrating! 

In times of high solar flux, near the top of the Solar Cycle, this is the time 
of year that F2 conditions begin to roll in earnest. Don’t expect much this year, 
though. The Sun is about as quiet right now as you will ever see it. In late 
October, the sunspot number was ZERO! The Sun was just a giant, solidly 
orange disk. The Solar Flux Index (SFI) was down in the seventies. While 
numbers rebounded just a bit in November, that is very quiet, indeed. Have we 
reached the bottom of the Cycle? It’s too soon to tell; the true bottom can only 
be determined retrospectively and is not forecasted until some time in 2006. But, 
in any event, if we are not at the bottom, we will be soon. In the next couple of 
years, we should expect to see solar activity really ramp up, and hopefully, exotic 
50 MHz contacts coming along with it. 

Tropo has been seen in the past month, but nothing extraordinary made it 
here, mid-Continent. | did have a fun contact on 2m (144 MHz) with WTFDA 
member, Randy, KW4RZ, in the Florida Panhandle. While it was not that far, it 
was, surprisingly, my first Florida contact on the band. There were also paths 
into Michigan and Texas during the month, but the pickings were pretty thin.
